Mrs. Harding, widow of Presi­ 
dent Harding, died in 1924, also 
from an illness she is 
said to 
have contracted while a resident 
of the executive mansion. 
Calvin Coolidge, Jr., 
died in 
1924. 
Colonel

Coolidge 
died 
last night.

mouth, little mountain town of Ver­ 
mont, mourned today the death of 
its first citizen and patriarch, Colonel 
John C. Coolidge, father of the presi­ 
dent of the United States. 
Colonel Coolidge, after 
a 
brave 
struggle, which really 
had 
lasted 
throughout the winter, died 
peace­ 
fully at 10:41 P. M. yesterday. 
His 
was no sudden death and there was 
no pain. 
For days life had been 
ebbing and finally it simply flicker­ 
ed out. 
As he died his famous son 
was 
speeding 
northw ard 
through 
Connecticut on a special train, try­ 
ing to reach his father’s bedside in 
time for one more word with him, 
but in vain. 


President Speeds to Bedside 
Death came 
to 
the 
president's 
father in the little farm house on the 
Coolidge homestead, where, a few 
years ago, he had administered, by 
the light of a flickering lamp, and 
on the family Bible of the Coolidges, 
the oath of office of president of the 
United States to his son Calvin. 
Until th at hour 
Plymouth 
and 
Colonel Coolidge were 
almost 
un­ 
known. 
Since that hour they have 
been written large in the news of 
the days which have passed. 
Friends, Neighbors Wait for News 
AII day yesterday the friends and 
neighbors of Colonel Coolidge w ait­ 
ed for each bulletin from the bed­ 
side of their first citizen, but when 
the death was announced practically 
all of the 29 citizens, who h a d 'kept 
vigil around the general store, had 
retired. 
It was not until they began to 
drift into the quaint post office-gen­ 
eral store this morning, stepping in 
for mail or to the stove, Mice favored 
by Colonel Coolidge, to warm hands 
and feet, chilled by a sharp Ver­ 
mont w inter’s morning, 
that 
the 
news gradually became known. 
One of the first to be told was1 
“ Uncle” John J. Wilder. 
“Uncle” 
John and his wife, “A unt” Grace, 
are the closest relatives of the Cool­ 
idges in Plymouth. 
Wilder is 79 years old. 
He was 
told by a younger man, who had 
just come into the store, Clarence, 
Blanchard. 
He immediately trudged across the 
street to his home, where he im part­ 
ed the somber tidings of the night to 
“A unt” Grace. 
“ I’m sorry,” he said simply. 
“ I 
knew he was going, but we all want 
ed him to stay until Calvin came.’ 
End Was Expected 
This expresesd the sentiment 
of 
the people of Plymouth and the sur­ 
rounding snow-piled 
farm 
homes, 
for the death of Colonel Coolidge 
had been expected for several days 
and hence came as a poignant shock 
to none, although many mourn his 
loss. 
It was the opinion of the major­ 
ity, It seemed, that 
the 
Colonel's 
death had been hastened 
by 
his 
habit of painstakingly answering, in 
long hand, the sheaves of mail that 
came to him from strangers 
each 
week, his kindliness in 
answering 
questions and shaking hands with 
all who came. 
They recalled his 
willingness to show the family heir­ 
looms or the room in which Calvin 
Coolidge took the oath of office as,

Then comes a network of rural telephone lines.

tie up Brainerd with the Brainerd trade zone and in turn with 
{he home wholesale houses at Duluth, St. Paul, Minneapolis, Chi­ 
cago and other points. 
And the churches, and schools, and Chamber of Commerce, 
Rotary and Lions clubs, fraternal orders and other associations 
of citizens furnish other points of contact, bringing Brainerd to 
the favorable notice of its suburban population. 
Rail and bus lines are other important connections linking 
Brainerd to its trade zone. 
The cause of good roads has done 
much to make adjacent territory easy of access. 
Anything which creates friendly interest in this trade terri­ 
tory, which makes for a neighborly contact, assists in the preser­ 
vation and extension of this relationship which makes for the 
lettermen of all parties ©oncerned.

It is the w riter’s 
opinion that it can be planted. 
“Planting suggests a garden, does 
it not?’’ she asks. “Let us do what gardeners must do before they 
plant—pull up the weeds. Think! 
“Who are the most unpleasant people you know? The people 
you go out of your way to avoid? The people you try not to see 
alone? 
“Having decided this question, ask yourself another: What 
makes these people unpleasant? 
“I think the worst enemy of a pleasant personality is— 
egotism. That, then, is the first weed to pull up. 
“Suppose as a beginning, that you take a day off, so to speak, 
and simply watch for this flaw in the conversation of others!

You may find that

“The next thing is to determine what form the manifestation 
of this egotism takes, and then to destroy the form !’
